AN IMPORTANT MOVE. 

Yesterday's telegrams inform- 
ed us of a most important step, 
which, it is said, is being taken 
by the Dominion Government 
in connection with immigration 
matters. It is stated that the 
Government haye decided to 
send to Kurope as emigration 
agents practical farmers and 
men of experience who have re- 
sided in the Northwest and who 
know the country thoroughly. 
We cannot but think that this 
is one of the best moves the 
Department can possibly make, 
and it is only fair to state that 
this step was advocated by cor- 
respondents in Tur HERALD 
long ago. A judicious selection 
of men is absolutely necessary, 
and we can scarcely think that 
the local immigration agents in 
the Northwest are the persons 
best qualified to make such 
selection. There ought to be 
no blundering on this point and 
we hope there wiil be none. 
Again we need not care greatly 
for immigration from the foreign 
countries of Europe when there 
is sti]l so great an outflow from 
England, Ireland and Scotland.

They were 
Dressy Mhn and Louison Mogrin, two 
wood Crees. The latter is supposed to 
have sbot policeman Cowan at Fort Pitt, 
and the former wos implicated in killing 
a woman who bad become insane while e 
prisoner of the Indians at Fort Pitt.

IRISH POTATO FAMINE. 


The Crop a Faltlure and no Fac!.— 
Gloomy Outlook for Poor Peasants. 


London, Sep, 7,—Michael Davitt writes 
as follows regarding tho poteto blight: - 
“IT visited a large section of Ireland 
during the past week and everywhere 
found abundant confirmation of the 
report which was started last month that 


the crops generally, the potato crop in 
particular, were doomed to failure this 
year. Itis needless after the experi- 
ences of the years 1879 and 1s85 to 


inform those who know anything 
about Ireland that it involves 
starvation for a large proportion otf 


its inhabitants. For another section it 
means insolvency, while upon the whole 
commercial system of ‘he country 1t will 
bring gencral depression, Continuous 
rain during the months of June, July 
and August has brought about this dire- 
ful result. It has been a singular sum- 
mer. An intelligent country gentleman 
of Limerick said to me: “ The weather 
has behayed in a most tantalizing fash- 
ion all through. There was at no time 
rain sufficient to make a rise of two in- 
ches in the Shannon, and 1t came in such 
dribbles as not to give the farmer a 
change of doing anything”. As usual the 
the burden of distress is in the congest- 
ed districts of the seaboard, where the 
potatoe is the main support of the peo- 
ple, those districts principally in the 
counties of Cork, Kerry,Galway, Mayo and 
Donegal. The eastern counties have also 
suffered eeyerely from potato rot aad 
there alsothe harvest has been mater: 
ially injured. Another effect, .almost a: 
prodigious in its cons: quences as the po- 
tato fuilure, is a possible fael famine, 
which bas been overlooked 1n ali that bas 
been reported hitherto, The sunshine 
necessary for drying the turf, which is 
the only combustible available to the 
Irish peasant for his winter's fire, has 
been absent. Hence itis that not only 
have the poor people of the southera and 
western seaboards the prospects of cheer- 
less hearths superadded to famine, but 
they have to face the ultimate fatality of 
eviction, which ineyitably comes where 
the barvest does not yield rent. In many 


istricte the people are at present burning 
furze and brambles in their tives, while 
turf cut this season, which should now be 
drying, les very moist at the bog sides. 
The southern districte most keenly affec- 
ted by the potato failure are those which 
surround Schull, Dunmaouus and Beer- 
hayen in county Cork, and Dingle and 
Cahirciveen in county Kerry, 
london, Sep, 6.—Official returns show 
five million acres of landin Ireland have 
2en cultivated in 189), a decrease from 
1889 of 150,000 acres.

At the Bay of Fundy terminus, where the 
lides hyve range of thirty-vight feet at neap 
tide and forty-eight feet at spring tides, it 
avas necessary to build a tidal basin 500 fest 
Jong and 300 fect wide, with a gate sixty-foet 
wide and thirty feet high, This is connected 
with a Jifting dock 250 feet by 69 feet, built of 
first-class mavonry, The lifting dock will 
have twenty hydraulic presses, which will 
lift the vessels through a vertical height of 
forty feet.

MERTING OF THE BOARD oF 
RDUCATION. 

At the special meeting of the 
Board of Education, held at Regina 
on Tuesday and Wednesday last, a 
large amonnt of important business 
was transacted, All the members 
Were present, including Captain 
William Craig, ot Prince Albert, 
who has recently been appointed to 
the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of Rev. T. J. Taylor, ot Moose 
Jaw, removed to Montreal. 

The report of the entrance exami- 
nation in connection with the vari- 
ous Union schools, held last June, 
was received, and there was a 
general feeling of regret that of the 
thirteen pupils trom the Calgary 
public schuols who took part in the 
examination not one had passed, 

The Board of Examiners submitted 
their report ot the recent examina- 
tion of teachers, showing that a con- 
siderable number of persons had 
presented themselves for first, second 
and third class certificates, of whom 
a fair proportion were successful. 

The committee appointed at the 
last meeting to revise the regula- 
tions of the Board. presented a 
report, showing many amendments, 
The consideration of this report, 
which was subsequently adopted, 
with several important amendments, 
occupied a good deal of time. The 
revision dealt chiefly with the 
licensiag of teachers, the programme 
of studies, text-books for schools, 
and the regulations relating to the 
High and Normal School depart- 
ments of Union schools, which were 
issued tentatively a year ago. 

It may be well to give a few ex- 
planations under each ot these 
heads. 

TEACHERS’ CERTIFICATES, 

The number of duly qualified 
teachers in the ‘l'erritories is now so | 
large, and the applications for guali- 
fication from teachers beyond the 
Territories have, during the past 
few months, become so numerous, 
that the Board was unanimously of 
the opinion that the time had come 
tor making the regulations, with 
regard to the issue of certificates, 

| more stringent. This has been done 

in two directions ; first, by shghtly 

revising the standard of examina- 

tion ; and, secondly, by requiring | 
all eligible candidates for qualifica- 
tion coming to the 'lerritories, ex- 
cept graduates in Arts, to pass the 
examination next following their 
arrival, The general subjects of 
Standards IV. and V. will now be 
the subjects of examination for third 
and second class non-professional 
| certificates, respectively. 

PROGRAMME OF STUDIES, 

Agriculture has been added as a 
subject for study in Standard IV., 
and there are a few other slight 
changes, 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Here a number of changes have 
been made. The Ontano High 
School Reader has been selected as 
the reader for the first High School 
Standard. The Ontario Readers, 
which are very superior to, and in 
the aggregate cheaper than Gage's, 
together with several school books 
now in exclusive use in that 
province, are made optional unti! 
the end of June next, when their 
use becomes obligatory. 
REGULATIONS RELATING TO 

SCHOCL DEPARTMENTS. 

These are no longer tentative, 
and they have been slightly changed, 
Cwsar's de bello Gallico has been 
added to Standard VI. as an addi- 
tional Latin subject; the Principal 
ot Union schools must now bea 
graduate in Arts; and the Board 
promises to issue a higher standard 
of studies, to be called Standard 
VII., early next year. Further, it 
having come to the knowledge ot 
the Board that these departments 
are, in one or two ‘cases, almost 
exclusively engaged in the training 
oi teachers, the secretary was in- 
structed to issue a circular letter to 
the Principals of Union schools, | 
pointing out the necessity, as well 
as the importance, of giving the | 
fuil time assigned to the special | 
subjects taught ia High Schools,

Until normal training 
extends over the country, the system 
heretofore in vogue,—tor inspectors to 
endorse the’ certificates of teachers who 
have not had normal training—so many 
cadorsements, satisfactory to the Board, 
to lead to the issue ot professional 
certiticates will remain. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE SCHOOL ORDIN ANCR, 

The Board azreed to suggest to the 
Legislature the importance of certain 
specified amendments to the school ordi- 
nunce ; and it appoieted a committee, 
consisting of the chairman, Mr, Justice 
Rouleau, and Rev. Dr Melean, to draft 
a report for His Honor the Lieut.-Gover- 
hor ; and instructed the chairman and 
secretary to sign it, on behalf of the 
Board, During the evening of Wednes.- 
day the committee met and agreed on 
the chief teatures of this report. 


Before the close of the meeting and 
at the suggestion of the chairman a 
resolution was unanimously adopted, 
inviting the graduates resident in the 
Territories to mect the members of the 
Boord at Regina, on the third Wednes- 
day in January next, to consider the 
question of the formation of a university 
for the Territories and to prepare a 
scheme for an ordinance, dealing with 
the matter. Copies of the resolution 
were ordered to be eentto the news- 
papers, and the seeretary was appointed 
to receive and answer any correspond- 
ence connected with this important 
movement.

total value of the 250 tons will not be far 
from $100,000, This ore was taken from 
the crosscut run from the 100 foot station 
lust winter. The shipping ore of the 
Kootenay Lake country is necessarily 
high grade, as transportation charges ure 
high. 

A rumor to the effect that the Indians 
had killed 4 white men and driven others 
away from the new discovery on Goat 
river was current in Nelaon last Saturday 
morniug. Happily the rumor was with- 
out foundation. J.C, Rykert, Jr., collec- 
tor of customs at the boundary line, 
came up to Nelson on the Galena, Thars— 
day, and states that the discoveries are 
distant about 15 miles by riyer from the 
custom house but less by the trail, The 
ledges are from two to six feet in width, 
the gangue being white quartz. The 
ore is galena and carbonates, mainly the 
former, Assays made by Ellis & Nelson 
gave areturn of S88 ounces in silver to 
the ton, and 58.71 per cent lead, which 
shows that the ore is of good grade, if the 
samples assayed were a good average ot 
the ore, Already 20 odd nen are in the 
new camp. 


James F, Gorden and E. A. Wilmot, 
surveyors from Vancouver, ure now en- 
gaged in surveying the townsite of Nel- 
son. It is understood the work is being 
done jointly for the province and the

THE CANMORE MINE. 


Twe Prospects Good for Supplying the 
Imperial Fiect in the Pacific, 

The coal mine at Canmore formerly 
known as the Brinkerhoff, having passed 
under the control of the Canada North. 
west Coal and Lumber Syndicate, the 
work of development has been vigorous 
ly prosecuted all summer, and the pro. 
duct of what is believed to be one of the 
great coal mines of America is now being 
marketed, The company announce their 
prices heve by advertisement in today’s 
Herestp and the local market will now 
be regularly supplied. About sixty tons 
per day’is being mined, to be increased 
to one hundred tons per day by the Ist 
October ; after which the increase will be 
as large and as steady as possible, The 
coal is at present being hauled up to the 
top of the shatt through which the 14 ft. 
seam is being mined and thence jowered 
by a chuto into the cara, but meantime a 
tonne! is being driven into the mountain 
with a view of cutting some eleven seams 
of the coal, all ot which can be worked 
by means of it, The tunnel has already 
been driven in 160 ft., and the intention 
is to carry it about 1,300 ft. The eleven 
seams are of varied thickness, from 4 {t. 
up to 14 ft. The coal deposit at Can- 
more is probably one of the largest in 
the world. The coal itsell is an excellent 
coking coal, and it is proposed to make 
coke atan early day, It is, indeed, an 
excellent coal for most purposes,—stoves 
grates, furnaces, steam boilers, ete, lor 
some time experiments have been carried 
on with a view of supplying the British 
war veseela in the Pacific, and these have 
resulted very satisfactorily. A furthcr 
experiment is now in hand, Hl, M. 3. 
Kspiegle having the coal under trial on 
a 500 mile trip atsea, There is every 
reason for believing that no doubt what- 
ever rests on the suitableness of the coal 
for the purposes of the navy, and should 
the coal be adopted for the war vessels 
their wants alone will call for an output 
of 1,000 tona per month, On the whale, 
therefore, the prospects of the mine 
seem exceedingly bright. As the pros- 
perity of the mine must add materially 
to the welfare of Calgary we append an 
interesting article on the subject which 
appeared is: the News-Advertiser of Van- 
couver of Thursday last :—

SMOKELESS COAL, 

Some time ago in a special cable from 
London io the Newa-Advertiser it was 
stated that under the name of the Can- 
ada Northwest Coal and Lumber Com- 
pany, a company bad been formed to 
earry out in the Northwest Territorice 
the objects which were designated by the 
style of the incorporation. Unlike some 
of the organizations formed to carry on 
Operations in Canada, there were no 
sensational statements about what the 
company were preparing todo and but 
litle bas since been heard of it, It has, 
nevertheless, been proceeding steadily 
ia the pursuit of the purpuse for which 
it was formed and the results of its oper- 
ations are now becoming apparent. It 
has opened acoal mine at Canmore on 
the Canadian Pacitic railway 556 mites 
east of Vancouver, the seam of coal be- 
ing 14 ft. 2 inches thick. The coal is 
what is called semi-aathracite and is al- 
most identical with the smokeless steam 
ccal ot South Wales, which has hitherto 
been used exclusively by the British 
navy. The quality of the coal is shown 
by the following analysis of it, which, it 
may be mentioned, was made from the 
cropping of the seam ; —

While tho result of the trial will cance 
it to be watched with much interest by 
those responsible for the care of the navy 
it will be followed by as close attention 
by the people of Vancouver, It will be 
at once perceived that ifthe Admiralty 
should use this Canmore coal Vanoouver: 
must become the coaling station for the 
North Pacific squadron. The coal will 
come here by railway and it ia scarcely 
necessary to point out that it will be 
more advantageous to bring the ships 
here’ than to carry the coal to them at 
Kequimatt, Tho extra freight entailed 
for the latter would be $1.50 
per ton, while the additional handling or 
the coal would deteriorate the articlo, 
The natural fresult will be, therefore, the 
fovation of the coaling station, probably 
on the Imperial Naval Reserve at 
English Bay, where coal stores would 
be erected and all the necessary tacilities 
for the coaling of men-of-war would be 
provided. This would be an important 
factor in the trade of Vancouver and 
would in many ways add to the prosper 
ity of thecity, Sir George Baden: Powell, 
M. P., is the chairman of the company, 
while Viscount Grimston, the Earl of 
Norbury (who visited Vancouver two 
years ago),.and Dr. Bainbridge are on the 
board, Mr. I. Cochrane, as has been 
stated, being the managing director.

ADDRESS TO 5IR HECTOR LANGEV 
AND HIS REPLY, 

This morning the Mayor and Council 
called upon Sir Hector Langevin 
at Il o'clock to present him, 
in the name of the citizens, with an 
address expressive of their pleasure at 
hie presence in Calgary.

Council most cordially for their address, 
Ne said this was not hie first vieit to our 
town.
